Mr. Wildman—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Government 
should introduce legislation amending The Retail Sales Tax Act to provide a 
specific exemption from retail sales tax to the purchaser of non-portable 
storage devices such as bins, storage containers arid silos that are designed for 
farm use and purchased by a person engaged in the business of farming.

Mr. Reid (Rainy River)—Resolution—That this House is in favour of setting up 
a Joint Committee with the States of the United States along Ontario’s borders 
for purposes of discussing mutual problems. 


Mr. Kennedy—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House The Election Act 
should be amended to reduce the maximum period of time for a general 
election to thirty days. 


Mr. Smith (Hamilton West)—Resolution—The Legislature of Ontario requests 
the Parliament of Canada to issue a statement in condemnation of the crime of 
genocide perpetrated against the Armenian people by the Government of 
Turkey in existence during World War I. 


Mr. Nixon—Resolution—That this House approve of the implementation of a 
new Ontario Disaster Relief Programme funded on the basis of the needs of the 
communities concerned, and that a system of Government supported flood 
insurance be established covering property in the flood plains. 


Withdrawn. 


Mr. Makarchuk—Resolution—That in the opinion of this House legislation 
should be introduced by the Government of Ontario to provide financial 
recompense to Canadian businesses when the provincial government or 
institutions which receive more than 50% of their funding from the public do 
not purchase, goods, food, or services which are available from Canadian 
sources and which are no more than 10% more expensive than similar goods, 
foods or services available from non-Canadian sources. 


Mr. Ramsay—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House the Government 
should give consideration to the reduction of the writ period for Provincial 
General Elections and By-Elections to a length of 30 days. To be debated 
June 21st, 1979. 


‘Mr. Ruston—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Government 
of Ontario should initiate serious negotiations with the Ontario Medical 
Association to ensure that Ontario doctors, in particular general practitioners, 
are compensated fairly in comparison with doctors in other North American 
jurisdictions, and that once such a compensation scheme is decided upon, 
those doctors. who feel it is inadequate and who opt out of OHIP be obligated to 
opt out completely. And furthermore, that the Government of Ontario review 
the whole field of institutional health care to ensure that adequate personnel 
and adequate beds — active treatment, chronic care and nursing home — are 
available to care for the needs of all patients. To be debated June 21st, 1979. 
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22. Mr. Reid (Rainy River)—Resolution—That, an Order of the House do issue for 
the production of all Public Opinion Polls commissioned by the Ontario 
Government from April 1, 1974 to April 1, 1979. To be debated on the third 
Thursday after summer recess. 


24. Mr. Bounsall—Resolution—That this House urge the Government of Ontario to 
implement immediately in legislation as amendments to the Ontario Human 
Rights Code, all the recommendations contained in the Ontario Human Rights 
Commission Report—Life Together: A Report on Human Rights in Ontario— 
particularily inasmuch as it has now been two years since that report was 
received, and almost five years since one Minister of Labour committed the 
Government to introducing amendments at the next session. 


25. Mr. Young—Resolution—That, in the opinion of this House, the Government of 
Ontario should take immediate steps to: (a) develop standards and provide 
support for community residential care services, such as group homes and 
half-way houses; (b) consider the provision of provincial funding support for 
local agencies operating that special category of boarding and lodging homes 
which cater to emotionally, physically or mentally disadvantaged adults; and 
(c) to provide community support services for the above facilities. And, that in 
particular: 1. For the purpose of rationalizing the provision of community 
residential care services, the Government should immediately designate 
responsibility to a single provincial Ministry, either the Ministry of Commun- 
ity and Social Services, or the Ministry of Health, for the provision of 
administrative coordination of the existing and future community residential 
care services. 2. For the purpose of ensuring minimum standards of operation 
for community care residences the Government should license and regulate all 
such facilities especially with regards to staffing, recreational and therapeutic 
programs, etc. Adequate inspection and enforcement procedures should also 
be developed to ensure compliance with the regulations and licensing require- 
ments. 3. For the purpose of ensuring the appropriate provision of community 
care residences, the Government should: (i) devise criteria to define the popu- 
lation in need of community residential care services; (ii) design the services 
needed to meet the requirements of this population; (iii) and, develop provin- 
cial funding mechanisms for program, capital and operating costs. 4. For the 
purpose of solving the problems that have occurred in attempting to locate 
community care residences, the Government should introduce legislation to 
amend section 35 (1) of The Planning Act so as to require municipalities to 
permit the establishment of licensed community care residences in reasonable 
proportion to the local populations. 5. For the purpose of ensuring close 
cooperation between the Province and the municipalities, the Government 
should form a Community Liaison Section within the designated Ministry to 
confer with communities regarding the location, size, and type of community 
residential care facilities in municipalities. 6. For the purpose of ensuring that 
adults with special personal care needs, living in boarding and lodging homes, 
receive the services they require, the Government should encourage 
municipalities to: (i) consider the licensing of a special category of boarding and 
lodging homes which cater to such adults; (ii) and, to establish for that special 
category whatever additional personal care and physical facility municipal 
standards may be necessary. 7. For the purpose of promoting the operation of 
these special boarding and lodging homes by volunteer, non-profit and 
municipal agencies, the Government should consider funding these agencies 
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for the capital costs of providing such shelter. 8. For the purposes of improving 
standards of operation in those boarding and lodging homes within this special 
category, which are privately owned and operated, the Government should 
consider providing funds for support services such as public health, social 
services, community police, and educational programs. 9. The Government 
should consider devoting a greater portion of provincial funds to the develop- 
ment of a comprehensive body of community support services, including more 
appropriate support programs, for the physically, mentally, or emotionally 
handicapped or disadvantaged adults. To be debated on the second Thurs- 
day after summer recess.

For the purpose of ensuring the appropriate 
provision of community care residences, the Government should: (i) devise criteria to 
define the population in need of community residential care services; (ii) design the 
services needed to meet the requirements of this population; (iii) and, develop provin- 
cial funding mechanisms for program, capital and operating costs. 4. For the purpose 
of solving the problems that have occurred in attempting to locate community care 
residences, the Government should introduce legislation to amend section 35 (1) of The 
Planning Act so as to require municipalities to permit the establishment of licensed 
community care residences in reasonable proportion to the local populations. 5. For 
the purpose of ensuring close cooperation between the Province and the 
municipalities, the Government should form a Community Liaison Section within the 
designated Ministry to confer with communities regarding the location, size, and type 
of community residential care facilities in municipalities. 6. For the purpose of 
ensuring that adults with special personal care needs, living in boarding and lodging 
homes, receive the services they require, the Government should encourage 
municipalities to: (i) consider the licensing of a special category of boarding and lodging 
homes which cater to such adults; (ii) and, to establish for that special category 
whatever additional personal care and physical facility municipal standards may be 
necessary. 7. For the purpose of promoting the operation of these special boarding and 
lodging homes by volunteer, non-profit and municipal agencies, the Government 
should consider funding these agencies for the capital costs of providing such shelter. 
8. For the purposes of improving standards of operation in those boarding and lodging 
homes within this special category, which are privately owned and operated, the 
Government should consider providing funds for support services such as public 
health, social services, community police, and educational programs. 9. The Govern- 
ment should consider devoting a greater portion of provincial funds to the develop- 
ment of a comprehensive body of community support services, including more 
appropriate support programs, for the physically, mentally, or emotionally handicap- 
ped or disadvantaged adults.

Urges that such excise taxes be kept 
in place pending review and reform of the federal government’s Equalization 
Policy and payments, with particular regard to the grossly inadequate weight 
now given to provincial oil and gas revenues as a factor in the Equalization 
Formula. And further, that the Legislative Assembly requests Mr. Speaker to 
transmit this Resolution forthwith to the Government and Parliament of 
Canada, and requests the Government of Ontario, in its discussions with the 
governments of Canada and other provinces to reflect the views expressed 
herein diligently and in good faith.
